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Dear Sir: 

In an Office Action mailed December 6, 2005, tlie Examiner indicated that the 
subject application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: 

Species 1 directed to figures 1-38, 7 and 8 
Species 2 directed to figures 4A-4B. 
Species 3 directed to figure 5. 
Species 4 directed to figure 6. 
Species 5 directed to figures 9-1 1 . 



In this response, Applicant elects Species 1 for prosecution on the merits. 
Claims 1-45 are readable on Species 1. As indicated by the Examiner, upon the 
allowance of a generic claim, Applicant wilj be entitled to consideration of claims to

additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim.
